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Q: How did you feel, watching your 
story come to life on the screen?

I'd heard that with 
movies, the first thing they do is ask 
the writer to drop off the face of the 
earth... The Disney people not only 
invited me to hang around the set 
but they used a lot of my dialogue in 
the screenplay and gave me and my 
old horse Toyota roles in the picture.

I know a lot of kids like 
Tex, determined to be happy in spite 
of everything. I love that kid. He’s 
really neat. He’sa lot of fun. I’ve had 
teachers write me and say, "We've 
all had kids like Tex in our classes. 
We don't know whether to belt him 
or hug him."

Q: Why, as a writer, do you use only 
your initials? 

HINTON: Because I write from 
the male point of view. I was a 
tomboy most of my life, born and 
raised in Tulsa, Oklahoma. The main 
characters in my first book, “The 
Outsiders,” were sketched from the 
personalities of boys I knew there. I 
was only 16 when I began that book. 
I wanted to write something that 
dealt realistically with teenage life. 


Q: “The Outsiders” was published 
in 1967. You've written three novels 
since, all concerning teenagers. How 
are you able to relate so well to them? 

HINTON: I have a real good 
memory. I remember what it was 
like to be a teenager. A lot of adults 
are hostile to young people. I’m not. 
I really like them. I think kids today 
are facing different problems than I 
did as a teenager, but I know how 
they feel...Just being a teenager is a 
problem enough for anybody! So I 
try not to write problem books, but I 
do write realistically about people. 
My books don't all have happy 
endings, either. w
